;fias, indeed, very bright sides, but they 
are altogether social, scenic and clima- 
tic. A glance now, then, at tho lovely 
clean little town, with its pojiulation 
of between live and six thousand. The 
eyersiiow.;clad.

— but for' -fherii--hot south wii»ds 
blow. Hero' one has neither tho even- 
ing winds and disagreeable fogs of San 
Francisco, nor the rather noxious 
breezes and mosquitos of Portland, 
Oregon. The skies are over clear, tho 
air. is^aLways refreshingly, cool, the peo- 
')p.le "look' "quiet . and tespectable, ai^d 
everything is intensely English. The 
butchers wear blue aprons and drive 
about in two-wheeled carts. No beer 
but "Colonial" or Bass is to bo had, 
and not only at the Union Club, but at 
the Driard Hotel, large joints o£.tneat 
and no small dishes assert that we are 
in another land. Everything is good, 
heavy, and substantial — the people, 
the buildings, the food, the drinks. 
The girls oven, as compared with the 
beauties of San Francisco (who are 
much larger than their sisters of New 
York), tend towards tho ponderous in 
tho generality of instances; but their 
beautiful, fresh complexions, appear- 
ances of thorough health — that greatest 
of all sources of beauty — and active 
habits, make ono fall in love at first 
sight with the dfiughtors and grand- 
daughters of England as .seen in Vic- 
toria. 

The Union Club nxbtbits a model of 
economy and good uianagemonL Its 
President is Sir Matthew B. Begbie, 
the Chief Justice of tho Province, who 
for a salary of .*!6,000 per annum keeps, 
with his associates, the peace of tho 
district with exemplary severity. Tho 
Hon. Mr. Justice Gray is, however, 
tho most social and most graceful ora- 
tor on tho Briti-sh Columbian Suprenie 
Bench. 

That Victoria is the headquarters of 
tho British Pacific squadron is really 
>the secret of its being so agreeable a 
social re.soft, and even for many ,i jier- 
manent residence. Admiral Stirling's 
dinner parties are rendered very attrac- 
tive by his charming young Australian 
bride, and tho officers of the ileet give 
perpetual dinner^, lunches and 
dances. They flirt veiy heavily, 
but as a rule never marry here, and 
lirol:en hearts strew the beaches when 
the flagshij) is relieved. It is, how- 
over, an admitted fact that more brok 
en hearts sail away than remiiin be- 
hind, though of course a few melan- 
choly exceptions on tho other hand 
prove the rule. There are no mosqui- 
toes and few flies in Victoria or Van- 
couver Island; no poisonous snakes nor 
fierce wild animals; there is little snow 
in winter and le.ss frost, wiiile summer 
heat is actually non-existent. All this 
in a place where ono can get a good 
dinner at the club for fiO cents and a 
good lunch for 20 is a great and irre- 
sistible temptation to retired British 
ofllcers to live here. Drinks, by the 
way, at this Union Club, cost but 10 
cents no matter how much complicat- 
ed. Think of this, ye dwellers in Got- 
ham who uumurrauringly put down 
your 20 cents and upwards for a 
brandy and soda and then questionable 
brandy and more than doubtful soda! 
Well, the summing up of tho wbolo 
thing is, you cannot make mucli money 
in Victoria, but a little even goes a 
long way there, and Ainsricans got 
Tory courteous receptions and very 
good treatment in tho city and Pro- 
vince generally. The hundreds and 
even thousands of miles of deep water 
in Fuget and other pine-lined sounds 
and channels opening oS it present 
facilities for yachting unrivaled in tho 
world. Deer are almost tamo. and fish 
teem but no one bothers their heads 
about either. Even the iron ore of 
Texada goes to the United States 
(near Port Townsend, W. T.) to be 
smelted. B'rom Port Townsend it very 
probably comes back in the form of 
rails for the Canadian Pacific and pays 
Capadian duty still leaving a hnndaoine 
profit to the j)lucky snioliers.

I dation of Lord Palmerston, made K. C. 
j 1$. and baronet. Probably if the Geti- 
i oral had been rich — which he was not — 
I lit! would have been raised to tho peer- 
j ago. Added to the honors conterrc<l up- 
I on iiim was a pension of $;^,000. Before 
this recognition was made known to 
liim, (toneral Haveloch died from the 
ofl'ects of Lis wounds and of exposure. 
His remains were laid in Westimnster 
Abbey, and a bronze statue of him was 
erected in Trafalgar square. Soon af- 
ter his death, his widow, who was a 
daughter of tho celebrated Rtv. Dr. 
Aiarchman, of Serampore, in India, was 
duly recognized by the Crown as a bar- 
onet's widow, and llio pension injques- 
tion was continued to her. Tlieir sou, 
who boro his fathers iimine, was at the 
-same tiirio "created a baronet -with the 
addition of Liicknow. He was himself 
entitled to recognition, for he had been 
hi.s father's chief of stafl" with rank of 
captain tlirougli»ut the entire Oudc 
campaign.s, and had received tlip Vic- 
toria Cross for his personal^ bravery of 
Cawnporo. Several years afterward Sir 
Heniy Havelock, of Lucknow, married 
the daughter of the Karlo of Uucieand 
has since served as .Vssistant Adjutant- 
General in Ireland, and as M. P. from 
Sunderland. Last year a cousin on
